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Search the Scriptures 
Conversion and Christian Life of Reverend Philippe Laurent De Coster, B.Th., D.D. 


He devoutly confesses the Christian Faith; affirming his conviction to zealously 
answer God’s calling to minister the Gospel unto the world, while earnestly 
encouraging unity among the Body of Christ. For this our Lord desires as a 
testimony that He is one with God, and we are one with Him. (John 17:20-21; 
Matthew 28:18-20). As such is my curriculum vitae presented here as Collaborator 
for the Gospel. 


Curriculum Vitæ 


I do like to start my “Christian Curriculum Vitae" with God's Word, the Bible. I cannot too 
earnestly and urgently address the call to all reading this certification, that upon your use 
of the “Word of God’, the way of grace, your spiritual life is absolutely depending. 


The believers in Jesus Christ, before or after baptism, live by the ‘Word’ proceeding out of 
the mouth of God. Therefore, as I always did since my personal total commitment to Jesus 
Christ at the age of 17 even in most contradicting and difficult circumstances of home-life 
with father and mother, I would say ‘be yourself” always, also steadfast, and ponder with 
your all heart and mind in the wisdom of God’s Word. 


To this end, receive the following hints. Read the ‘Word of God’ more with your heart 
than we the understanding, as with the understanding one would know, but with the heart 
one desires, loves, and hold fast. Let the understanding be the servant of your heart. Be 


much afraid of the understanding of the carnal mind, which never can receive spiritual 
things from God. Your and I, are in the world, not of the world. 


“Now this I say, that every one of you saith, I am of Paul; and I of Apollos; and I of 
Cephas; and I of Christ. (1 Corinthians 1: 12)” (KJV) 


“But God hath chosen the foolish things of the world to confound the wise; and God hath 
chosen the weak things of the world to confound the things which are mighty. (1 
Corinthians 1: 27)" (KJV) 


"Howbeit we speak wisdom among them that are perfect: yet not the wisdom of this 
world, nor of the princes of this world, that come to nought. (1 Corinthians 2: 6)" (KJV) 


“Now we have received, not the spirit of the world, but the spirit which 1s of God; that we 
might know the things that are freely given to us of God. (1 Corinthians 2: 12)" (KJV) 


"Let no man beguile you of your reward in a voluntary humility and worshipping of 
angels, intruding into those things which he hath not seen, vainly puffed up by his fleshly 
mind. (Colossians 2: 18)" (KJV) 


The power of our spiritual life will be according to the measure of the room that the 
"Word of God" takes up in our life and in our thoughts. After an experience of more than 
fifty-four years since my conversion as young man, I can solemnly declare this. Since that 
time, I searched the “Word of God" with diligence, and the blessing was wonderful even 
in the hardest hours. From that time, I have read the Bible through a hundred times in 
order, and at every time with increasing joy. Whenever I start afresh with it, it appeared to 
me as a new recommendations coming through. I cannot express how great the blessing is 
of faithful, daily, regular searching of the Bible. The day is lost for me, on which I have 
used no rounded time for enjoying prayerfully the word of God. Never say, “I have so 
much to do, that I can find no time for daily Bible study.” 


Friends sometimes say: “I have so much to do, that I can find no time for regular Bible 
study.” This is the rule, to begin your day in sweet fellowship with God in prayer and 
reading His Word. Moreover, after a hard business day, end your day the same way. You 
will see how God works wonderful things in your life. The outer must be preceded by the 
inner; whatever public life, it is for God; therefore, it must be preceded by private life with 
Him too. 


In addition, for the one in God’s direct service, a ministry of growing power must be of 
growing experience. The living soul must be in touch with God and enjoy as such golden 
hours of fresh revelation from His Word. However, when, in the awe of God's presence, a 
man or a woman has realised that he or her is called upon to serve, as a preacher or any 
other appointment in the Name of Christ, he or her is being appointed an ambassador for 
Christ. A genuine drawing near to God always has this unsuspected effect, it takes us 
nearer to men; not further away from reality but closer to it. 


All this calls for an unswerving honesty of mind and a steely integrity of thought. It means 
keeping a constant watch over one’s thoughts as one sits before the Word of God and 
before the God of the Word, a constant scrutiny of conclusions as they are forming in 
order to satisfy oneself. It is surely to such a humble and careful honesty that the Apostle 
refers again when he says: 


“For we are not as many, which corrupt the word of God: but as of sincerity, but as of 
God, in the sight of God speak we in Christ. (2 Corinthians 2: 17)” (KJV) 


The amazing reality is that there is a perfect Person who is stronger than you and I, and 
that Person 1s God Himself. It is Jesus Christ. Moreover, this is where one contradicts 
himself. For I am a selfish man, and in spite of this, Jesus does love me. I am sadly bent 
towards my own self, towards sin, and yet He still admires me when I attempt to be like 
Him, selfless. 


“But God commendeth his love toward us, in that, while we were yet sinners, Christ died 
for us. (Romans 5: 8)” (KJV) 


There exists no requirement for His admiration, for His undying love -- for He knows that 
in ourselves exists neither the capacity nor the nature to accomplish it, to do right. 


“As it is written, There is none righteous, no, not one. (Romans 3: 10)” (KJV) 
“For all have sinned, and come short of the glory of God. (Romans 3: 23)” (KJV) 


You may say, "How cruel and unbenevolent this God is, condemning us without a way out 
of ourselves, damning us at birth!" 


That is not the case, for there is a Way. 


“For God so loved the world, that he gave his only begotten Son, that whosoever believeth 
in him should not perish, but have everlasting life. (John 3: 16)” (KJV) 


“Jesus saith unto him, I am the way, the truth, and the life: no man cometh unto the Father, 
but by me. (John 14: 6)" (KJV) 


The Road to Salvation. 


The Road to Salvation is very clearly presented in the Bible. Believe in Jesus as the one 
who bore your sins, died in your place, was buried, and whom God resurrected. It 1s 
Christ’s blood and resurrection that assures us of everlasting life when we call on Him as 
our Lord and Saviour. 


“For whosoever shall call upon the name of the Lord shall be saved. (Romans 10: 13)” 
(KJV) 


“Whosoever” includes each and every one of us. 


Therefore, if you understand that you are a sinner, and you believe that Jesus Christ came 
as the one and only Redeemer of sin, then you understand the “Road To Salvation.” The 
question is — are you ready to implement the plan, by receiving God’s gift of His Son, 
Jesus Christ? If so, believe in Christ, repent of your sins, and commit the rest of your life 
to Him as Lord of your life: 


“Father, I know that I have broken your laws and my sins have separated me from 
you. I am truly sorry, and now I want to turn away from my past sinful life toward 
you. Please forgive me, and prevent sinning again. I believe that your Son, Jesus 
Christ died for my sins, was resurrected from the dead, is alive, and hears my 
prayer. I invite Jesus Christ to become the Lord of my life, to rule and reign in my 
heart from this day forward. Grant me your Holy Spirit to help me obey You, and to 
do Your will for the rest of my life. In Jesus' name I pray, Amen.” 


“Then Peter said unto them, Repent, and be baptized every one of you in the name of Jesus 
Christ for the remission of sins, and ye shall receive the gift of the Holy Ghost. (Acts 2: 
38) (KJV) 


If you decided to receive Jesus today, welcome to God's family. Now, as a way to grow 
closer to Him, the Bible tells us to follow up on our commitment. 


e Get baptised as commanded by Christ. 

e Tell someone else about your new faith in Christ. 

e Spend time with God each day. It does not have to be a long period of time. Just 
develop the daily habit of praying to Him and reading His Word. Ask God to 
increase your faith and your understanding of the Bible. 

e Seek fellowship with other followers of Jesus. Develop a group of believing friends 
to answer your questions and support you. 

e Find a local church where you can worship God, and be baptised. 


Now, you are ready to ‘serve’ the Lord. From private and individual life with Christ you 
pass to public activities, and it becomes your responsibility to confront your hearers 
around with their duties: first as citizens to the government, and then as servants to their 
employers, and in this the governing word is not ‘flee’ or ‘feed’ but ‘submit.’ 


If the Bible, God's Word, is the most valuable thing that this world affords, it is surely 
wrong to use it carelessly and casually, to presume to know what it teaches without first 
taking great pains to discover exactly what it does teach. Because we all have our 
prejudices and misconceptions, it is all too easy to see in the Holy Scriptures only what we 
want to see, and to miss the new and edifying revelation of fuller truth which is God’s 
purpose for us, but which depends upon our using His Word rightly. What is even worse, 
it is all too easy to read our own ideas into the Holy Scriptures, instead of getting out of 
Scripture what it teaches, which might quite possibly overthrow our ideas. Such handling 
of the Word of God is a presumptuous imposition of personal prejudice rather than a 
humble exposition of God-given revelation. 
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Therefore, there is much need for us all, preachers and nonprofessionals to be ‘disciples’ 
before becoming ‘apostles’. We need to spend much time as students (learners) in God’s 
School if we are to do God’s will in the world and to stand before men as true ministers of 
the Gospel. In other words, that true understanding of Scripture, which is essential to its 
right and worthy use, cannot be gained just by offering a prayer before we read. We must 
also be prepared to take time and trouble, to become students for a time, to use our God- 
given powers of intelligence and judgment. 


He follows my curriculum vite in Biblical Theology. First of all, what is essentially my 
belief. 


I believe that the Bible is the Word of God. My Christian Ministry falls under the authority 
of the Bible, which declares timeless truth that is relevant today. The Word of God is the 
foundation for both my understanding of God and my awareness of what He has called us 
to be as baptised Christians in His world. 


Do you want better understanding of God’s Word and what it means for your life? The 
Berea School of Theology on Internet, my own foundation, teaches God’s Word so you 
can more fully know the depth of its truth and the height of its brilliance. There is always 
more to discover in God's Living Word: deeper, higher, further. It is an unfinished task. 


My Mission and Vision capture what we believe God has called you and I to do. Our 
Doctrinal Statement expresses our beliefs about God and His world. The Word of God— 
the Bible—A4s the basis for all of our beliefs. Refer to my e-book for deeper insight, “The 
Basis of the Christian Faith" on “Scribd”,

Nothing is a stumbling block to the believer in Christ who has the Word of God dwelling 
in him richly. He takes up his daily cross how heavy it may be, and it becomes a delight. 
For the fiery trial he 1s prepared and counts it not strange, so as to be utterly cast down by 
it. 


He is neither stumbled by prosperity -- as so many are -- nor crushed by adversity -- as 
others have been -- for he lives beyond the changing circumstances of external life. 


When his LORD puts before him some great mystery of the faith which makes others cry, 
"This is an hard saying; who can hear it?" The believer in Christ accepts it without 
question; for his intellectual difficulties are overcome by his reverent awe of the law of the 
LORD, which is to him the supreme authority to which he joyfully bows. LORD, work in 
us this love, this peace, this rest, this day.

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Basic Doctrine of the London Bible College 
(London School of Theology) 


Doctrinal Basis 


The London Bible College accepts and proclaims the historic truths of Christian faith and 
conduct, including the following: 


God and the Human Race. 


We believe that the Lord our God is eternally one God: Father, Son and Holy Spirit, and 
that he fulfils the sovereign purposes of his providence in creation, revelation, redemption, 
judgment, and the coming of his kingdom, calling out from the world of people, united to 
himself and to each other in love 


We acknowledge that through God made humanity in his own likeness and image, 
conferring on us dignity and worth and enabling us to respond to himself, we are now 
members of a fallen race, who have sinned and come short of his glory. 


We believe that the Father’s holy love is shown supremely in that he gave Jesus Christ, his 
only Son, for us when, through our sinfulness and guilt, we were subject to his wrath and 
condemnation; and that his grace is shown supremely by his putting sinners right with 
himself when they place their trust in his Son. 


We confess Jesus Christ as Lord and God, the eternal Son of the Father; as truly human, 
born of the virgin Mary; as Servant, sinless, full of grace and truth; as only Mediator and 
Saviour of the whole world, dying on the cross in our place, representing us to God, 
redeeming us from the grip, guilt and punishment of sin; as the Second Adam, the head of 
a new humanity, living a life of perfect obedience, overcoming death and decay, rising 
from the dead with a glorious body, being taken up to be with the Father, one day 
returning personally in glory and judgment to bring eternal life to the redeemed and eternal 
death to the lost, to establish a new heaven and a new earth, the home of righteousness, 
where there will be no more evil, suffering or death; as Victor over Satan and all his 
forces, rescuing us from the dominion of darkness, and bringing us into his own kingdom; 
as the Word who makes God known. 


We believe in the Holy Spirit who with the Father and the Son is worthy of our worship, 
who convicts the world of guilt in regard to sin, righteousness and judgment, who makes 
the death of Christ effective to sinners, enabling them to turn to God in repentance and 
directing their trust towards the Lord Jesus Christ; who through the new birth unites us 
with Christ, who is present within all believers; and makes us partake in Christ’s risen life, 
pointing us to Jesus, freeing us from slavery to sin, producing in us his fruit, granting to us 
his gifts, and empowering us for service in the world. 
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The Scriptures 


We believe that the Old Testament and New Testament Scriptures are God-breathed since 
their writers spoke from God as they were moved by the Holy Spirit; hence, they are fully 
trustworthy in all that they affirm; and as the written Word of God they are our supreme 
authority for faith and conduct. 


We acknowledge the need for the Scriptures to be rightly interpreted under the guidance of 
the Holy Spirit and using the gifts of understanding and scholarship that God has given to 
his people. 


The Church and its Mission 


We recognise the Church as the body of Christ, of which he is the head, held together and 
growing up in him through the one Spirit; both as a total fellowship throughout the world, 
and as local congregations in which believers gather to worship God, growing in grace 
through Word, prayer and sacrament. 


We acknowledge the commission of Christ to proclaim the Good News to all people 
making them disciples, baptising them, and teaching them to obey him. 


We acknowledge the command of Christ to love our neighbours, resulting in service to the 
Church and to society, in seeking reconciliation for all with God and their fellows, in 
proclaiming liberty from every kind of oppression; and in spreading Christ’s justice in an 
unjust world.
